Some kids made them with 
carbide, but that technology eluded me and I was so 
busy trying to make bombs out of every household 
commodity I could get my hands on. Well here is some 
information to start on. Please excuse the wonky 
typing as over the last thirty years | have lost one arm 
and a few fingers and have to do most of my typing 
with my toes. Still, I'm doing better than my name sake

Procedure: (a) Dissolve potassium nitrate in 
water using a ratio of three parts weight of water 
to one part nitrate. 

(b) In a second container, dry mix the powdered 
charcoal and sulphur by stirring with a wooden 
stick or rotating in a tightly closed container. 

(c) Add a few drops of potassium nitrate solution 
to the dry mixture and blend to obtain a thoroughly 
wet paste. Then add the rest of the solution and stir. 
(d) Pour the mixture into a shallow dish or pan and 
allow to stand until it evaporates to a paste-like 
consistency. Mix the paste thoroughly with a 
wooden stick to assure uniformity and set aside for 
further drying. 

(e) When the mixture is nearly dried, granulate by 
forcing through a piece of wire screening. The 
granules are then spread thinly and allowed to dry.

Improvised Fuse 

(1) String Fuse - (Hot) 3/4 cup water, | teaspoon 
potassium chlorate - boil 30 minutes. 

(2) String Fuse - soak in gasoline and dry. Burns 
slowly. 

(3) String Fuse - (Cold) 3/4 cup water, 2 teaspoons 
potassium nitrate. 


Chlorate Sugar Mix 

This mixture can be either an incendiary or an 
explosive. Sugar is the common granulated 
household variety. Either potassium chlorate or 
sodium chlorate may be used; potassium is 
preferred. Proportions can be equal parts by 
volume, or three parts of chlorate to two parts of 
sugar preferred. Mix in on a non-sparking surface. 
Unconfined, the mix is an incendiary. Confined in 
a tightly capped length of pipe it will explode when 
a spark is introduced. Such a pipe bomb will 
produce casualties, but will not be suitable for 
breaching or cutting tasks. Concentrated sulfuric 
acid will ignite this fast burning incendiary 
mixture, Placing the acid in a gelatin capsule, 
balloon, or other suitable container will provide a 
delay, (length of which depends on how long it 
takes the acid to eat through the container). 


CAUTION 


As a general rule improvised explosives and 
incendiaries are much more dangerous to handle 
than conyentional explosives. Such mixtures as the 
chlorate-sugar mix mentioned below can be ignited 
or detonated by a single spark, excessive heat, or 
merely by the friction generated by stirring or 
mixing the ingredients together. The danger in 
mixing these items cannot be over emphasized.

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HOW TO STOP YOUR GUN 


We have all probably bought that secondhand gun, pistol or rifle, got it home and tried it out, 
and what do you know - it fires fully auto. One pull of the trigger and several rounds go up the 
barrel, you let go and it stops. Thank goodness! What a waste of ammo, On a preliminary 
examination you notice that some enterprising engineer has tried to lighten the trigger pull by 
changing the correct function of the sears. Every model is different, and we will cover a different 


model of firearm each edition. 


For our first example we have the AK/Maegun. About a hundred thousand of these rifles were 
imported into Australia in 1990 and were very popular until Senator Tate committed his traitorous 
act and pushed through an Order in Council, although only signed by his mate Bill Hadyn, the 


Governor General. This stopped the legal importation of these rifles. 


1. To lessen the engagement of the secondary sear 
a small screw 1/8" dia. with a lock nut had been 
tapped through the trigger so the point of it pushed 
the secondary sear to the rear, 


2. This affects the function of the rifle by not holding 
the hammer back firmly; just catching the hammer, 
but releasing it when the recoil of the action 
slamming the round into the chamber is enough for 
the spring loaded secondary sear to let go of the 
hammer so that it can strike the firing pin. This 
action will keep repeating until the trigger is 
released, causing the primary sear to engage the 
hammer or the magazine runs out of ammunition. 


Although fora semiautomatic rifle the trigger pull 
is acceptably light in comparison with hundreds of 
other types of semi autos, some people always 
have to try to improve it. 

The model pictured below was brought in for 
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repair by a shocked customer who had purchased 
it secondhand.Its problem was quickly spotted by 
the sales staff, and the parts were removed for 
information purposes only. The parts were 
subsequently photographed to assist jn this article.

3, ff the secondary sear did not engage the hammer 
at all, the hammer would return directly behind the 
firing pin and the round would not fire. This is 
caused by the 1/8" screw pushing the secondary 
sear too far to the rear so that it does not touch the 
hammer enough to detain it. 

(NOTE; When removing the trigger pin lift the pin 
retaining spring inside the receiver or it will not 
come out).

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STOCKMAN ON TEST

Tt's been a long time between drinks. Having 
written articles for early editions of "Lock Stock and 
Barrel", | was more than delighted to be able to 
expound my views on my favourite calibre for this 
edition. My favourite rifle, or should I say the rifle 
that [ was in Ron Owen's store buying bullets for, 
is probably the biggest eyesore ever seen at a rifle 
range. It is based on the carbine version of the Mosin 
Nagant, this particular one was made in China. I 
selected it from several that had been put aside for 
me at Ron's depot. The stock has been shortened at 
the forend to give the barrel a free-floating effect. 
and then a large paddle pop look alike piece of pine 
has been fitted into the front of the stock to make 
it comply to S.S.A.A. Silhouette rules for stock 
length. 
A slide on type butt pad made of rubber was then 
added to the rear end of this fine piece of bush 
carpentry, and then just for good measure, the entire 
wooden parts were given a coat of red fibreglass 
resin - long renowned for its hard surface. A bar of 
steel was spot welded onto where the rear sight used 
to be, which in turn was used as a very primitive 
base for scope mounts: you guessed it - spot welded 
as well. To the front of the barrel | attached a 15cm 
long piece of steel tube which soaks up some of the 
noise, a lot of the flame, and a little of the recoil. 
It looks absolutely ugly, but it works very well 
The rifle that Ron gave me to test for this article 
looks like a very distant cousin to the one mentioned 
above. Ron has taken the same action, moved the 
bolt handle hack, which has then enabled a steel 
base for a scope mount to be mig welded onto the 
tear of the receiver. The result of this clever piece 
of engineering is that the rifle has an orthodox base 
for scope mounts without any loss of strength The 
finish is more than satisfactory and the front locking 
lugs are very strong - thus overriding any danger 





factor associated with the bolt alterations. The old 
wooden stock has been thrown out. and a special 
mould developed for the polyeurathane stock 
supplied with the rifle. A 2cm thick conathane butt 
pad is incorporated in the stock and the whole thing 
has a matt black finish. Sling screws have also been 
inserted into the stock, which appear to be quite 
strong. | have large hands, and I find the generous 
size of the pistol grip and the "chunky" feel of the 
tifle well to my liking. Now I come to the best part. 
Any rifle is only as good as the barrel in it, and in 
this case it's brand new. Although shorter than | 
would like at 48cm, it has a heavy profile and 
balances the outfit well. Before I range test Ron's 
rifle. here is a little information on the 7.62x54 
rimmed cartridge. Of Communist origin. it's cheap 
to buy. and really packs a punch. It has similar power 
to the 

30-06, but the Chinese bullets available here have 
a steel core in the projectile. Being of military 
origin, the bullets are designed to pierce armour. 
Since most people interested in buying this 
revamped version of the Mosin Nagant will be using 
the aforementioned ammunition, it 1s worthy to 
mention that it is available for around $30/100, 
which 1s what you would be expected to pay for 30 
calibre projectiles alone. The up side of this deal is 
that the ammunition is cheap, and in plentiful 
supply. Also, it is reasonably accurate, or at least 
asaccurate as other factory loaded ammunition. The 
down side of the deal is that a mercury based primer 
is used in the bullet, and the steel pin inserted im the 
projectile causes drift in wind at Jong ranges, not to 
mention nil expansion when hitting an animal, and 
a very bad case of ricochet when shooting at hard 
ground - even out to 300-400 metres. The cure for 
the mercury based primer is to keep fresh supplies 
of ammunition, and to clean the barrel thoroughly

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after firing the rifle. Unfortunately, military type 
bullets are not suitable, or should I say. preferable 
for hunting, because they simply pass right through 
the animal without expanding; so the only cure for 
this is to hit vital areas - heart, lung shot ete. The 
range of the 7.62x54R is impressive, to say the least. 
Tt has a very flat trajectory curve, thus eliminating 
error in height adjustment. I'd say that just about 
covers it - except to mention that no goat that hides 
behind a 30cm tree is safe, and any mud-caked pig 
had better think twice before emerging from his 
favourite habitat. 


MILITARY BIRTH AND BACKGROUND 

In 1883 the Russian army formed a committee to 
design and obtain a shoulder arm and cartridge. As 
a result of this two rifles were designed and made. 
One by a Belgian called Ermine Nagant who was 
involved with Russia's military arsenal: and another 
by a Russian called Sergey Ivanovatch Mosin. The 
committee decided to use the receiver and bolt made 
by Mosin and from Nagant’s design they used the 
magazine. Hence, in 1891 the Mosin Nagant was 
born. The Russians had no facility for arms 
manufacture, so the French were commissioned to 
make them at their plant in Chatellerault. The

Russians then began their own production, but still 
they could not produce enough. The American 
company Remington Arms then made the rifle for 
Russia under very strict supervision. Suffice to say 
the receiver and belt made through this period was 
of the best quality. 750,000 were made in this 
period. Rifles were also made by Springfield in 
America, the Swiss and the Steyr plant in Austria. 
Near the end of World War One, Russia cancelled 
her contracts with the U.S, and the government 
bought 600,000 rifles from the Remington company 
for use in training. 280,000 of these rifles were later 
sold to the National Rifle Association for US$3.50 
each! The Americans then remodelled these rifles 
for the 30-06 cartridge for sporting use in between 
World War One and World War Two. Although 
crude in design compared to the 1898 Mauser or the 
1903 Springfield, they have proved to be the most 
reliable action ever made, and were in continual use 
from when they were designed in 1891 to the end 
of the Vietnam War in the 1970s. Here, they were 
the most preferred sniper rifle used by the Viet Cong 
and the North Vietnamese army. In fact, when tested 
by the U.S. in Vietnam, they were found to be 
equivalent to anything the U.S. had, and were a 
weapon to be feared at ranges of 500 yards or more!

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A couple of points worthy of mention are the 
Magazine and floorplate. Both robust and reliable, 
the magazine is a singlefeed affair from the top end. 
Although | have seen people have the occasional 
jam when trying to force feed the rifle in military 
rifle rapid fire events, it remains fairly trouble free 
when used under normal conditions. The floorplate 
is a gem of an idea. A simple push with the thumb 
on a clip just in front of the trigger brings the entire 
contents of the magazine tumbling neatly into the 
right hand. Although having a capacity of only five 
rounds, it works very well. Which brings me to the 
trigger. Having done several modifications to the 
trigger on these rifles, | have found that it is a simple 
matter of placing a washer of the right thickness in 
the right spot to convert a trigger with a "creep" 
travel of say 7mm, to a very touchy trigger with a 
"creep" travel of 2mm. This modification is for 
target work only, and definitely not recommended 
for field use. The trigger on the test rifle has a typical 
trigger for a Mosin Nagant, being a gradual "creep" 
type trigger rather than the two stage trigger 
encountered on most Mausers, Lee Enfields, etc. In 
its original state, it is a very safe trigger, and not 
stiff, Another feature is the safety catch situated on 
the rear end of the bolt. This consists of a knurled 
fut which is attached to the firing pin. Just a simple 
pull and twist of this device renders the rifle 
unfirable. It 
is a simple 
but effective 
catch, and of 
course, in my 
belief should 
never be 
used. I'd 
much rather walk around with an empty chamber 
than trust my life or another's life to a safety catch. 
The aforementioned knurled nut is actually part of 
the striker. The bottom of this section engages the 
trigger, and the centre is drilled and tapped to 
accommodate the firing pin. Once, after reading an 
article about such things, | attached an adjustable 
peep by means of weld to the top of the striker. Used 
in conjunction with an ordinary post front sight, I 
managed to score 14/40 in our club's monthly 
centrefire silhouette competition. This both 
astounded and amused my friends. who had never 
seen such a contraption before. The theory behind 
attaching the peep at the rear of the bolt was merely 
to give a short gun a long sight radius. The extra 
weight of the peep on the striker did not speed up 





the lock time too much, and at last I relented and 
went about putting a scope on the rifle. Enough said, 
I feel, about past events; it is time to range test Ron's 
version of the Mosin Nagant. 


My buddies and I arrived at the range in time for 
the rimfire silhouette competition, which precedes 
the centrefire shoot. After a warm-up on the small 
timfire targets, we all wandered over to the 
centrefire range for some serious shoulder-jarring 
type shooting. A shot from the hip down range 
confirmed my fear that the barrel was a shade short. 
The shot produced a healthy muzzle flash about 
35cm long. The next shot, fired from the shoulder, 
was a pleasant surprise. The scope concealed the 
flash from my eye, and the stock its job beautifully, 
soaking up a lot of recoil and dispersing the shock 
evenly between my shoulder, my left hand and my 
cheek. The scope fitted to the rifle for this exercise 
was a 10x40 Tasco Silhouette scope, After about ten 
sighter shots, I set the rifle on chickens (200m), and 
wound up the elevation for the other targets at 
300m, 385m and 500m respectively; sighting in the 
rifle as I went, my friends proving to beinvaluable 
as spotters. After having sighted the rifle in for the 
competition, the chronograph was hauled out and 
the bullets were clocked at 2668 fps and 2675 fps, 
respect- 
ively. A 
shot was 
then fired 
from my 
old 
favourite, 
which 
registered 2668 fps also. A reasonable comparison, 
given that the barrel is of similar length and in 
excellent condition. The velocity for a 70cm barrel 
is quoted at 2850 fps, so I guess all that red muzzle- 
flash consumes a couple of hundred feet per second. 
Right on cue, the wind began to increase, and after 
a trip up the range to set up the targets, the 
competition began. I have shot in more appalling 
conditions, and even in the rain, but I think it is fair 
to say that the wind was as strong out at the further 
ranges as it has ever been. A hit on the rams at 500m 
required a hold-off of 2m, and a hit on the turkeys 
required a hold-off of about 70cm. This varied, of 
course, with the intensity of the wind gusts. I should 
mention that the rifle was shared by two of my 
friends as well as myself for the duration of the

Offering rights is a very generous action, it might 
even be vote catching or politically expedient but, 
in most cases in history, when a government 
institution offers anything resembling rights the 
citizen has to beware.

Interstate observers were quick to point out that, as 
Queensland had only one house of parliament with 
a Labor majority and that with very little trouble, 
could pass a new Bill of Rights which would leave 
us,in reality.with very few left. 

EARC is supposed to be a non-political 
commission but having the ex-president of the 
Labor Lawyers Association Matt Foley at it's head 
and an ex-journalist, ex-lawyer David Solomen as 
chairman left us little doubt as to the political 
persuasion of the staff.

brings to bear in the common law the powerful 
influence of the Covenant and the international 
standards it imports. The common law does not 
necessarily conform with international laws, but 
international law is legitimate and important 
influence on the deyelopment of the common law, 
especially when international law declares the 
existence of universal human rights.” " Lionel 
Murphy was a very fine judge." "The main point | 
came here to Queensland to tell you was, that we 
are in an experimental phase in Australia."

We must acquire the direction of education, of 
church management. of the professional chair, and 
of the pulpit. 

I propose academies under the direction of the

3.High velocity bullets can pass through 
99% of all building materials be it bricks, 
concrete block or between 24 to 36 
inches of solid wood. Houses burn 
extremely well too, especially with the 
help of napalm rockets, incendiary 
ammunition and the common old flame 
thrower.

After the guerrilla leader has established his force he 
emphasises the following characteristics of guerilla 
warfare in his operations against the enemy:

Once upon a time, maybe ten years ago. banking 
establishments were the corner stones of the 
community. The bank manager in a local town was 
on a par with the doctor or the town clerk. A career 
in banks was the product of a good education 
Parents were well satisfied if their kids turned into 
a responsible bank Johnny or Jenny. Banks had 
polished counters and a conservative smell, quite 
tightly so as they looked after every bodies money 

What went wrong? 

These days if you go everywhere with a large badge 
saying "I hate banks" written on it, people 
everywhere say "WOW!! Where did you get that? 
T want one of those", | know this is true because 
that's my badge, a present from a service station 
friend which | have been wearing for the last week. 
Not one person said anything positive or good about 
banks. All only had scorn and derision to heap on 
all banks. 

Almost all were aware of the economic servitude 
that oppressed them. They thought that piranha were 
not as vicious as banks and that tax inspectors or 
"S,S.Gestapo" would be more welcome for a 
Sunday dinner than the local bank manager. 
Opinions on banks have obviously changed. Maybe 
it was the Westpac papers. Quite a few of the local 
businesses were taken to the cleaners with the 
overseas loan scam. | believe one of them took 
Westpac to the Federal Court and had some success.

where the enemy is weak and when he least expects 
anattack. He selects his time and place of attack, based 
on reliable intelligence and sound security. 

(2) Mobility guerrillas stress rapid individual small 
unit cross country foot mobility. 

(3) Dispersion of forces; guerrillas generally conduct 
small scale operations and attempt to disperse among 
the civilian population when pursued too closely or 
hard pressed. 

Considering the prerequisites outlined in (1) above 
and emphasizing the characteristics outlined in (2) 
above, the guerrilla force conducts the following basic 
offensive operations against the enemy; 

(1) Harassment operations to include terrorist 
assignation, and psychological warfare. 

(2) Ambushes. 

(3) Raid. All enterprising Apathralians who have been 
burying their plastic pipes for years will have the 
experience that all guerrilla’s need most. " Join the 
navy and see the world, be a foot soldier and dig it 
up.” Digging, is probably the No. | skill, High velocity 
bullets don't like soil, and sand slows them down even 
more. 

As we have previously discussed there is no future 
in building a fort in your home. Much better would be 
a nearby patch of paddock or scrub which doesn't get 
too much attention from passers-by who would 
accidentally find something that they shouldn't, and 
which hopefully is not surrounded with ground that is 
similar to a billiard table as this might make entry and 
withdrawal extremely difficult. An underground 
bunker system would be a very logical project. Of 
course if you have some digging machinery it would 
be a great advantage, or one or two friends to share 
the project. If not don't worry, you can keep it small 
and the digging will keep you fit. Look fora spot with 
good all round view, not on a hill top or near any large 
object that can be used to assist in identifying the area. 

Make absolutely sure that your selected area has at 
least three exits that have thick cover surrounding 
them so that the occupants can retire to other areas 
unobserved. 

If possible keep away from rock as high explosives 
from air raids sends it into dangerous shards that are 
yery difficult to remove from between a person's ears. 
Dense timber forests are not the best either, as high 
explosives send jagged pieces of wood at great 
velocity; being impaled by a tree root would be no fun. 

The purpose of these dens are 

1. To hide firearms and other equipment. 

2. To rest and recuperate and if you haye to hide any 
wounded personnel. 

3. To hide and keep any prisoners as they are very 
useful for information,[ and swapping for your friends 
if they get seriously wounded and you have to let the 
enemy look after them for a time].Prisoners are 
excellent value for propaganda purposes. 

4. Observation of enemy moyements 
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These dens are not to be used as defensive positions. 

As we have explained, static defence by an enemy that 
can draw on re-enforcements, artillery fire and air 
support is suicidal and a waste of resources. Our motto 
must be "fire and movement." When these dens have 
received any attention from the enemy at all we must 
with draw to another prepared one in a different 
locality. Always have one in reserve. On returning to 
your bunker always check for signs of other visitors, 
leave a few booby traps [as will be discussed in 
“Pyrotechnics in the Kitchen” in following issues], or 
hairs stretched across entrances, or even strategic 
pieces of foliage in a particular order. You can be 
assured if your bunker has been found. Some very 
nasty calling cards will be waiting for you. Retire to 
your reserve den and immediately start building 
another. 

Do not build your den or bunker near a water course 
as anti-guerrilla forces search water ways regularly 
trying to spot where water is being used by guerrillas. 

Do not build your den near tracks or animal trails as 
they will get extra attention from the enemy, 

One of the hardest problems building a bunker is 
removing the new upturned soil, as it is a dead give 
away near the bunker. Top soil and turf should be 
replaced on top of the bunker and growth encouraged. 
This will help to protect you from heat detecting 
equipment in helicopters. Subsoil has to go down a 
nearby wombat hole or blow it up so that it cannot be 
detected.[That’s if the noise isn't zoing to alert your 
unfriendly neighbours] 

Bury and hide all Jitter or body waste, remember 
tobacco smells can travel on the wind and be detected 
by non-smokers 200yds away. Same with cooking and 
cooking fire smells. Keep all noise to a minimum and 
remember that these domestic skills are going to make 
the difference between life and death. Camp discipline 
is everything; you al! have to work hard to allow for 
your friends' weaknesses and hope that they do the 
same for you. 

Protect your bunker with mines.booby traps and trip 
wires to noise makers. Even keep a dog that doesn't 
bark or have a flock of geese nearby. Seconds or 
minutes warning to withdraw is lifesaving. Be more 
careful in wet weather as twigs don't break so easy and 
leaves don't rustle and rain deadens a high percentage 
of movement noise. 

This information hopefully might keep you working 
hard at changing Australia so that the next part of 
Revolution in Apathralia is just for light 
entertainment. 

Keep swinging from the trees!

Confiscation of all privately owned property and 
business, the disruption. of national unity by inciting 
minority groups to violence,riot and guerrilla 
warfare; and the establishment of a One World 
Government to desttoy the sovereignty of nations 
and enslave mankind. These objectives were to be 
realised through the gradual infiltration and ultimate 
control of all schools, colleges, universities 
government agencies and bureaus and news media. 
They have succeeded in the realisation of their plot 
beyond their fondest expectations. " 


Another tentacle of the conspiracy can be traced 
back to about 1870 when an English professor, John 
Ruskin, taught that some men were superior to 
others, and that one superior man should rule the 
world.

International Bankers were involved in the society 
from the beginning.

competition. The barrel was never given a chance 
to cool off and well over 100 rounds were fired 
through it over a period of an hour and a half. Half 
way through the competition, I had a total of one 
ram, two turkeys, four pigs and no chickens. We 
found later that the elevation setting was too low for 
chickens and adjusted the scope accordingly. My 
friends had mixed feelings about the rifle, saying 
that the trigger was a bit agricultural and the barrel 
too short. It's fair to mention, however, that they are 
used to hair triggers, and share an affliction for 
expensive, well balanced target rifles. At the end of 
the day, I had a score of 15/40, picking up three 
chickens, three pigs, one turkey and one ram in the

increasingly difficult conditions. This put me into a 
shoot- off with old friend and tutor - John Andrew. 
John was using a Winchester Model 70 with a heavy 
stainless barrel in .308 calibre. Atop this rig was a 
Leopold scope. We decided that a shot at each range 
was the fairest way to go and it was not until eight 
shots later that a gust of wind caused John's 
downfall while he was shooting at a chicken. (Mind 
you he did manage to hit a turkey under the 
tidiculous conditions, which was more than | was 
able to do.) Nevertheless, at the end of the day the 
mighty Mosin Nagant won the bacon, which must 
say something in its fayour. The stock design, 
weight and pull on this rifle are great for off-hand 
shooting - so much so, that I am going to throw the 
red stock on my old favourite away, and replace it 
with one of Ron's polyeurathane stocks.

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The purpose of this article is to acquaint those of 
you who are not already aware of the activities and 
ambitions of the Firearm Owners Association of 
Australia Inc. 

The Firearm Owners Association of Australia Inc. 
(F.0.A.A.) was formed in 1988 in response to 
moves by the previously trusted National Party of 
Qld to introduce restrictive firearms legislation in 
that State. 

There was mounting dissatisfaction with the lack 
of resolye among the existing firearms organisations 
in their resistance to this and other threats to the 
rights of firearm owners. Put bluntly, it was apparent 
that there was a willingness among some of the 
hierarcliy of some of these organisations to sacrifice 
some sections of the firearms community for their 
own gain or impunity. Accordingly it was decided 
that the F.O.A.A. would be uncompromising in its 
defence of our right to have arms and that it would 
defend all sectors of the firearms community with 
equal vigour. We don't care whether you wish to 
own a single shot ,22 or an S.1..R.; your right to do 
either is not negotiable. Likewise whether you live 
to hunt or just to punch holes in paper is irrelevant 
to us, only that you conduct yourself in a safe and 
responsible manner. 

This association is fundamentally opposed to the 
licensing and/or registration of law abiding firearm 
owners and believes that such systems are in breach 
of the rights guaranteed us by the Bill of Rights 1688 
and Magna Carta, which clearly provide for the 
possession and use of arms for our defence. We have 
drawn much criticism for our uncompromising 
position on these issues whenever politicians or 
bureaucrats have sought to make deals with us in an 
attempt to further their own agendas. It is not for us 
to negotiate with any government any lessening of 
your rights and we will have no part of it. We have 
been very careful not to accrue material goods such 
as rifle ranges or become dependent on shooting 
grants etc, because we have seen how governments 
turn these into veritable hostages with which to 
force negotiation. 


APPLICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP IN THE 
FIREARM 


You must become aware that we face at this 
moment our darkest hour. The forces of 
international Socialism are deeply entrenched in this 
countryand will stop at nothing short of total and 
complete disarmament. This is not scaremongering 
or grandstanding, but fact. At this moment there are 
moves to introduce into Queensland a new Bill of 
Rights. The model being pushed as a replacement 
to the 1688 Bill of Rights is the International 
Convention on Civil and Political Rights (ICCPR). 
This document not only does not provide for the 
tight to have arms but also deletes the right to own 
property, the right to trial by jury and many others 
which we take for granted. The Australian people 
have rejected new Bills of Rights seven times at 
Referendum in the past. Now they are trying to 
sneak it through the back door without referendum 
or indeed publicity. Make no mistake, if these 
people succeed in entrenching this document in 
Queensland it will spread like cancer to the rest of 
Australia.

You must stand up and fight NOW for 
these rights or your children will ultimately be 
forced to take up arms to regain them from those 
who would oppress us. 

This is the cycle of events currently unfolding in 
Eastern Europe. It is within your power to stop it 
happening here.

If you are afraid 
of possible repercussions, then support us 
anonymously, but do something before it is too late. 

We have in the past and will continue to thwart and

CARTRIDGECOLLECTABLES 


The 454 Casull 


The 44 Magnum was developed by Elmer Keith 
through the early 1950s, and by 1956 was offered as 
a factory chambering and loading. It rapidly became 
a widely accepted round with a special magic all its 
own. How many of us also wondered, DID Harry fire 
five or six? 

Around the same time, Dick Casull, a Utah gunsmith, 
began development on a cartridge destmed to dwarf 
even the mighty 44 Magnum. The 454 Casull was 
basically a 45 Colt case extended by 1/10" (2.5mm), 
intended to push big pills of up to 300 grains at high 
velocity. Early attempts at converting Colt single 
action revolvers were far from promising; most did 
not survive the ordeal. 

Then through the '60s Casull successfully converted 
many Rugers to the wildcat 454 with much beefier 5S- 
shot cylinders. But it was only in the early 1970s that 
it appeared in a factory chambered pistol, made by 
Rocky Mountain Arms. In 1976 North American 
Arms, later to become Freedom Arms, became the 
first and only company to offer Casull cases and 
ammunition on a commercial basis. They are still the 
major manufacturer of revolvers in this calibre. 

Looking at the headstamp specimens, #1 is the 
original loading. Cases were made by Winchester and 
used a large rifle primer. Around 1978 the headstamp 
changed to #2, and a small rifle primer. These cases 
were produced by both Federal Cartridge Corporation 
and BELL (Brass Extrusion 
Laboratories Ltd), and have only recently been 
replaced by a new headstamp, as yet unseen in 
Australia. Apparently it incorporates a couple of stars 
to signify manufacture by Starline, the ammunition 
division of Sierra Bullets. 

#3 and #4 are both new unprimed cases made as 
limited commemorative runs by BELL; #3 for the 
1987 Chicagoland International Cartridge Show,

and #4 the 1989 conference of American Federation 
of Tool Examiners. These would never have been 
loaded as live ammunition but may have been made 
into souvenir dummies. 

The last example is from a small sample batch made 
by Bertram Bullets of Australia. Since no contract 
resulted this headstamp will probably be the most 
scarce. But before you go pounding on Bruce 
Bertram's door, I'm sorry to say they have all gone. 
Freedom Arms make their own projectiles for the 454. 
They claim to be specially constructed to take the extra 
velocities generated. Factory loads are listed at 1875, 
1800 and 1600 feet per second for 240, 260 and 300 
grain projectiles respectively. A "poofter" load using 
a Sierra 240 grain bullet at 1200 feet per second is also 
offered, to duplicate a standard 44 Magnum load. 
Despite the fact that the Freedom Arms revolver is 
beautifully constructed and supremely accurate, the 
price tag alone will ensure that they will never be 
commonplace. And with the advent of other big bore 
pistol and revolver calibres there is plenty of 
opposition for the cartridge. This will make the 454 
Casull in all its variants a very collectable cartridge in 
the future.

| HOW TO CLEAN YOUR RIFLE 








Do you really 
know how? 


Over the years I have come to the conclusion that 
proper care and maintenance of firearms is one of 
the best kept secrets in the shooting fraternity. I 
must have peered up thousands of rusty barrels and 
inspected countless pitted bolt faces, and often 
found pistons seized in gas chambers of semi autos. 

But only on a few occasions have I seen a barrel 
WORN out through use; more than 95%, in my 
experience, are wrecked by neglect. The most 
worrying aspect is that most of the offending 
shooters do not KNOW how or why their rifle 
should be cleaned. 

Perhaps modern "non-corrosive" ammunition is 
partly to blame. No ammunition manufacturer in its 
right mind would mark "firearms should be cleaned 
after use" on its packets, but the fact is that even the 
cleanest burning cartridges will leave powder and 
metal fouling in the barrel. This, combined with 
atmospheric changes like temperature and humidity, 
will result in corrosion unless it is cleaned out 
promptly. It may take one day to start, or it may take 
six months, but it WILL happen. And squirting 
aerosols such as RP7, CRC or DW40 does nothing 
more than delay the event for the short time it takes 
for it to evaporate. 

Basic instructions for cleaning a barrel are as 
follows: 

Equipment needed; 

Cleaning rod - preferably one-piece with a 
rotating handle. 

Bronze wire brush. 

Jag - brass is best. 

Patch material (Flannelette). 

Bore solvent(especially Whitworth or Sweets for 
copper or lead removal). 

A good rust preventative gun oil (eg Whitworth, 

Sweets, etc). 

A bore guide is good, but not necessary if care is 
taken to centralise rod in the barrel. 

Step 1. Fix rifle in a secure position (such as a vice 
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with padded jaws) and remove bolt if practical, 
Whenever possible clean from the action end to 
avoid damage to crowning at muzzle. 

Step 2. Saturate bronze wire brush with powder 
solvent before passing it several times through 
barrel. Then push through a tight dry patch to 
temoye loosened fouling. 

Step 3. For a centrefire rifle saturate a tight clean 
patch with metal fouling solvent, pass through the 
barrel and leave for 5 to 10 minutes to allow 
chemical breakdown of the copper fouling. Clean 
out with tight dry patches. Repeat this procedure 
until a wet solvent-soaked patch comes out clean, 
with no trace of blue/green copper residue. 

Step 4, When you are satisfied that your barrel is 
clean, pass through a patch soaked in gun oi! to 
prevent rust. Some solyents (eg Hoppes) may be 
used as a long-term preservative, 


























































































































































































































































































































BUT check the directions on the bottle, as seme 
solvents such as Sweets should NEVER be left in 
the barrel more than a few hours. 

Step 5. Be certain to remove all traces of oil er 
solvent from the barrel before use. There is NOT 
room for both the bullet AND oil in the barrel, so 
something invariably must give - most often 
resulting in a bulged barrel. 

If you follow these, the most basic of guidelines far 
cleaning a barrel, your rifle will last longer than yeu 
will.
